stand the two buildings of the Parker House which 
had already achieved international fame as one of 
the world’s finest hostelries. Governor Andrew on 
the steps of the State House that cold December 
day said in part, “This pageant, so full of pathos 
and glory, forms the concluding scene in the long 
series of visible actions and events in which Massa- 
chusetts has borne a part for the overthrow of the 
Rebellion and the vindication of the Union.”

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PREP SCHOOL IN WARTIME 


Despite world conflict, 162-year-old Phillips Exeter Academy carries on a tradition 


xeter, N. H. (pop. 5,398), lies 50 miles north of 
E Boston, nine miles upriver from the sea, in 
factory-dotted rural New England. But the 
town’s major industry is not manufacturing, ag- 
riculture or fishing. It is the Phillips Exeter Acad- 
emy—a boys’ boarding school. 

Although private schools do not bulk large in 
the U. S. educational system, most Americans 
have heard of Exeter. Bigger (728 students) and 
richer ($9,000,000 endowment) than many col- 
leges, its long list of noted alumni includes Dan- 
jel Webster, Gifford Pinchot, Thomas W. Lamont, 
Henry Morgenthau, Jr., Booth Tarkington. 

Exeter charges a boy’s parents $1050 a year, 
yet it is no playboy’s paradise. Many students are 
partly or wholly self-supporting. Last year the 
Academy doled out $100,000 to over 150 under- 
graduates in grants and scholarships. 

Prime job of such schools is to prepare boys 
for college. Last year Exeter sent 88 to Harvard, 
45 to Yale, 32 to Princeton, 12 to Dartmouth, 64 


elsewhere—all but three of its graduating class. 

This year, however, most of Exeter’s gradu- 
ates (average age: 18) will go direct to the 
armed forces. Next year’s class will be gradu- 
ated in February to speed induction. Thus faced 
with the loss of its reason for being, a private 
school might 1) shut up shop, 2) drop academic 
courses for pre-military training. 

Exeter has done neither. Far from closing, it 
now has the second-highest enrollment in its his- 


tory. Its curriculum is little changed. American | 


history is now required; more boys are taking 
mathematics, physics, Spanish; fewer want art, 
music, other languages; some are studying aero- 
dynamics, navigation. But Exeter still offers a 
sound academic education. 

Reason is that, as in other schools of this type, 
the trustees, faculty and alumni of Exeter are 
looking to the future. The Academy has always 
trained boys for leadership—and leaders will 
still be needed when peace comes. Meantime, 


Exeter boys go to war with above-average prep- 
aration for rank and responsibilitv. 


That preparation includes hard work, self- 
discipline, congenial relaxation. The average 


student’s day starts at 6:45, continues until 10:30 
p.m. With classes, meals, required athletics, 
studying, he has perhaps two hours to himself. 
In this time he is likely to be busy with one or 
more undergraduate activities—Rifle Club, Dra- 
matic Association, Scientific Society, etc. 

The Academy has long had an unusually large 
faculty in proportion to the number of students, 
allowing small classes, semi-individual instruc- 
tion, close companionship between boys and 
teachers. Now one instructor out of four is in uni- 
form—Exeter’s worst war loss to date. 

For other shortages aren’t bad. The boys will- 
ingly make their own beds, sweep their rooms, 
work around the grounds. They even put up with 
meat substitutes. To them, life is still fun. War 
is war—but boys remain boys.

SEASON'S REVIEW 


ANDOVER

The Royal Blue of Andover rolls into town 
today with the impressive record of nine wins, 
two, losses and one tie. After losing their 
first game to the Harvard Varsity, the Blue 
smashed through to seven straight victories 
before they were finally halted by Hebron. 
With their galaxy of good pitchers and strong 
batters, Andover encountered very little op- 
position throughout the season, and today 
hopes to climax Andover’s so far successful 
spring against the Red and Gray. 

In the first game of the season the Har- 
vard Varsity proved too much for the Royal 
Blue and won, 4 to 1. Brendon Rielly of 
Harvard allowed but three hits to the And- 
over team, and Phil Kemp of the Blue lost 
his first start, allowing nine hits. However, 
in the next game, the Blue broke into the 
winning column against St. Mary’s, 9 to 1, and 
stayed in the winning column for six more 
games. Gene Bierer pitched for Andover and 
allowed but three hits to the St. Mary batters. 
He also started and won the next contest, 
against Marblehead, in a game full of errors, 
as the 12-9 score might indicate. Bierer al- 
lowed four hits, and was helped to his vic- 
tory by a home run by Tuck Asbury. 

Andover continued its winning ways with 
a close game taken from the Yale J.V’s, 5 
to 2. Gene Bierer won his third straight 
game for the victors, pitching a three-hitter 
which lowered his hits per game average to 
almost three. Freddy Zonino doubled with the 
bases full to put the game on ice. Andover 
went to town in their next game and slaught- 
ered a Deerfield nine, 18 to 4. The score is 
self-explanatory. Andover made at least one 
run in every inning. Phil Kemp and Sy 
Brockway pitched for the victors. The Royal 
Blue went on to six straight against Water- 
town, winning 10 to 3. Bierer won his fourth 
straight victory and didn’t have much trouble 
doing it. Phil Kemp struck out 13 batters and 
won a close game from Lynn English, 3 to 1. 
The opposing pitcher did a good job, but it 
wasn’t quite good enough. Dick Duden slashed 
out a triple to drive home the winning runs. 

Then Hebron ended the seven game streak, 
defeating Andover 5 to 4. Andover blames 
the loss on rain and overconfidence. Nothing 
seemed to click. Both teams played sloppy 
ball, only the Royal Blue men were more 
sloppy. Starting again, Andover trounced the 
Andover town team, 8 to 2. Phil Kemp 
pitched a five-hitter, supported by his team- 
mates who banged the ball around as if in 
batting practice. But the Royal Blue hopped 
back into sloppy playing and came off with 
a tie with Wakefield. Andover muffed its 
pick-offs, runs and attempted bunts, and 
Wakefield made the best of its opportunities.

The main additions to 
this group have been, in the main, products 
of the Jayvee’s who were developed under 
Mr. Clark before he took over the Varsity 
late in the spring of 1942. 


The only new-boy members of the squad 
who will see action today are Red Meader, 
captain-elect of football; Steve Howe, pitcher 
and outfielder, and Frank Todd, center fielder. 
All the others have come up through the 
class teams or the Jayvees. 


Andover has in Dick Duden, Tuck Asbury 
and Captain Ben Hammer an aggregate of 
eight years’ of Varsity competition. With a 
set infield and more or less certain outfield, 
they have developed during the year into a 
smooth-working combination. Phil Kemp, the 
probable pitcher, has turned in some fine per- 
formances this spring and Duden, Asbury, 
Hammer and Bierer have born the brunt of 
the Blue’s heavy-hitting attack.

Harvard’s Varsity 
clubbed P. E. A. in their next contest, 12 
to 5. Todd’s homer with one on was Exeter’s 
big moment in a dismal afternoon. 


Malden High was the first to succumb as 
Wally Buell went nine innings to win, 9 
to 4. Portsmouth next surprised and beat 
the Red and Gray, 3 to 2, as Bruce Ramage 
lost a heart-breaker. A strong Arlington High 
group pounded Exeter’s hurlers to take a 6-2 
decision dance week-end. In their second win 
Exeter swamped Swampscott, 15 to 2, as Ed 
Morris got his first win. The Coast Artillery 
from Portsmouth, boasting several profes- 
sional ball players, trounced Exeter, 10 to 8, 
in a game that was more lopsided than the 
score indicates. Spaulding High of Rochester 
then lost to P. E. A., 9 to 7. At this writing 
Exeter still has Hebron and Medford to play.
